MASS MEETINGS OF WEST-SIDERS. 


West-Siders are indignant at the attempts 
foreopen the Garfield race track.

SAYS WARSHIPS MUST BE TAKEN APART. 


McLuckie Claims to Have Affidavits Show- 
ing Defective Piates Are in Vessels. 

Prrrssura, Pa., April 15.—[Special.]—“ If 
Secretary Herbert will receive and investigate 
the affidavits which I am prepared to show 
him some of the warships of the new navy 
will have to be taken apart.“ This 
is the statement of John MeLuckie, 
ex-Burgess of Homestead and a former 
employé of the Carnegie Steel company, 
limited, which manufactures armor plates 
for the government. According to the mass 
of affidavits which McLuckie has been gather- 
ing since the day the first completed armor 
plate was turned out of the Homestead mills, 
nearly 10 per cent of the plates, sponsons, 
and conning towers furnished the United States 
by the Carnegie company are defective. The 
armor plate frauds exposed bya party of 
seven informersa few weeks ago are but a 
hint of the sensational developments which 
will follow the publication of McLuckie’s 
affidavits. These’ affidavits will show, it is 
said, the system ok forcing in- 
ferior armor plates on the governinent. 
Information will be given to Secretary 
Herbert at Washington today to the effect 


that systematic frauds at the Homestead. 


plant have been carried 
affidavits are made by AK Ho 
men, certain of whom worked in the mill 
before the-great strike of 1892, while others 
are employed by the Carnegie company to- 
day in the armor-plate department. The affi- 
davits are locked in the vaults of the Pittsburg 
Trust company. This afternoon men gath- 
ered in the office of Attorney James K. Wal- 
lace at No. 155 Fourth avenue and prepared 
typewritten statements for submission to 
Secretary Herbert. The statements or 
declarations embody the facts contained 
in the affidavits, but do not go 
into details. The affidavits themselves 
will be furnished the Secretary as soon as he 
enters into an arrangement allowing the six 
men a percentage of the amount of penalties 
and forfeits which the United States Govern- 
ment has a right to demand of the Carnegie 
company.

PREACHES AGAINS£ SATOLLI AND ROME. 


Madison d. Peters Lauds the 
Werk of the A. P. A. 

New York, April 15.—[{Special.]—The Rev.

MISS POLLARD IGNORES MANAGERS 
AND THEIR OFFERS.

Will Live with Her Brother and Work with 
| Her Pen—Removed to a Hospital on 
Account of Nervous Prostration=Wash- 
ington Society Will War on Gay Con- 
gressmen and Purify Itself—-Women 
Demand Equal Penalties for the Erring 
and Culpable of Both Sexes. 
asHIneToN, D. C., April 15.—[Special. ]— 
It ip the general opinion that the career of 
Congressman Breckinridge asa public man 
has been effectually squeiched by Miss Pol- 
lard’s prosecution and the jury’s verdict. 
Gen. Basil Duke of Kentucky, who is now the 
editor of a leading and popular Southern 


publication, while on a visit here a few days 


ago expressed it as his opinion that Mr. 
Breckinridge could not be reélected to Con- 
gress from his district even if he should 
receive the nomination. “‘That is a doubt- 
ful quantity, too,“ continued Gen. Duke, for 
his constituents are not favorably inclined 
toward him.“ | 

One of the hardest obstacles that Congress- 
man Breckinridge will have to overcome 
grows out of his presentation of Miss Pollard 
tothe widow of the late Gov. Blackburn. 
Kentuckians who discuss the matter invaria- 
bly get back to this feature of the case and 
declare that no necessity existed for Mr. 
Breckinridge to take his mistress around and 
introduce her to every reputable woman with 
whom he might chance to be acquainted. 
This phase of the case will be dwelt upon ef- 
fectively in the campaign about to be waged 
against the Kentucky Congressman and will 
do him more damage than anything else that 
could be devised by the opposition. 

Miss Pollard Is Prostrated. 


As might have been expected from a 
woman of Miss Pollard’s temperament the 
long strain of the trial culminated in a nerv- 
ous collapse, and today she is suffering from 
hervous prostration. She was taken last 


night to the Providence Hospital, a Catholic 


institution in a quiet part of the city on 
Capitol Hill, where she is attended by the 
Sisters of Charity. The attending physicians 
do not anticipate any serious effects 
from her illness. Sister Ellis of the 
Episcopal House gf Refuge, who was 
the constant attendant of Miss Pollard during 
the trial, and to whom Judge Wilson paid a 
beautiful tribute in his plea, was her com- 
panion part of the day. Her brother, Mr. J. 
8 Pollard of Lexington, Ky., was also with 
er. 

During the trial several communications 


came to Miss Pollard and to her lawyers from 


managers of theatrical and opera companies 
offering high salaries if she would appear in 
almost any capacity under their auspices. 
Since the vetdict was rendered yesterday aft- 
ernoon the theatrical managers have re-

„Will Miss Pollard continue to live ‘in 
Washington or return to Kentucky?“ 

That has not been decided yet. She will 
remain in Washington for atime, of course, 
but has no settled plan.“ 

Judge Wilson's defense of the right of 
woman to an equal place with man in the pro- 
fessions was so appreciated by many of the 
Washington ladies that a coterie of them sent 
to him a magnificent bunch of La France 
roses, which adorned his parlor today. They 
were accompanied by a note saying that they 
were intended as an expression of apprecia- 
tion for his championship of the cause of 
woman in the professions. One of the signers 
was Mrs. Dan Waugh, wife of che Indiana 
Congressman; another was Miss Louise 
Lowell, the stenographer who wrote Col. 
Breckinridge’s love letters; and another was 
Miss Mary Desha, sistér of Col. Breckinridge’s 
late wife. Miss Desha is prominent in the 
organization of the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion, and was one of the ladies who inspired 
the project of the Liberty bell cast at Troy. 
The tribute of Miss Desha to Miss Pollard’s 
lawyer is significant of the feeling of the rela- 
tives of the late Mrs. Breckinridge toward 
the Colonel. 

Washington Women Take Action. 

Hardly had the verdict in the case been ren- 
dered when a meeting ot prominent Washing- 
ton women was called to take action regard- 
ing the case of Col. Breckinridge. Represent- 
atives of several female organizations met at 
Wilard’s Hotel Saturday night and after an 
interesting conference adopted resolutions 
calling upon Congress to consider the qualifi- 
cations of Representative Breckinridge for 
membership in that body. Some of 
the organizations whose representatives 
took part in the meeting were the Woman's 
Suffrage Association, the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, and the Pro-Ra-Nata. 
Mrs. Sarah La Fetra, the President of the 
local W. C. T. U., and Mrs. Ellen S. Mussey, 
the widow of the late Gen. Mussey, who is 
herself a practicing lawyer and is prominent 
in movements for the advancement of women, 
were among the leading spirits of the meet- 
ing. The resolutions adopted were: 

To the House of Representatives, Washington, 
D. C.: We, representatives of the women of 
Washington, aiming towards the establishment 
of a higher code of morals and against the 
atrocious double standard which has cursed so- 
ciety so long, 

Declare that we do not believe masculinity to 
be a license for uncleanness, but that, holding 
the same high standard for womanhood which 
men demand, one equally high shall be required 
of manhood ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we must have chastity for chas- 
tity, under one rule of right, bearing as rigidly 
in its application upon one sex as upon the other. 
From this standpoint we ask Congress to consid- 
er the case of W. C. P. Breckinridge of Kentucky 
regarding his conduct so unbecoming a legisla-

These meetings have been carried on quiet- 
ly and the ladies were anxious to keep their 
organization a secret until their plans were 
perfected. Thirty ladies attended the first 
meeting and one of their first acts was to send 
to Mrs. Gov. Blackburn a communication ex- 
pressing their appreciation of the stand taken 
by her in the trial, to which Mrs. Blackburn 
responded suitably. The delegation which 
called on Judge Bradley early in the 
trial asking that women be admitted 
as well as men was from this organization, 
and it wasasa result of their visit that the 
Judge requested the newspaper men to omit 
as far as possible the improper details from 
their reports. The resolutions given out to- 
night have been sent to the House Committee 
on Judiciary for action. The women say that 
it is not right that Col. Breckinridge should 
retain his seat in Congress while Miss Pollard 
is ostracized, as she undoubtedly will be from 
society. 

How Miss Lowell's 

One of the most interesting stories con- 
nected with the suit hinges upon the testi- 
mony of Miss Louise Lowell, which was im- 
portant to the plaintiff’s case. Much has been 
said about the Capitol typewritist in a hu- 
morous way since Miss Lowell testified, and 
it has even been asserted that her note-b6ok, 
which played a part so important in her testi- 
mony, was full of entries which might be 
used to blackmail Congressmen. Miss Lowell 


declares that Col. Breck'nridge is the only 


member who ever called upon her to write 
love letters, and the circumstance was so un- 
usual that it made an impression upon her 
memory. 

When Miss Lowell acted as amanuensis for 
the Kentucky Congressman she told the story 
to her confidential lady friend. That was 
eight years ago, and the matter had not been 
spoken of between them until the time of this 
trial. The friend remembered it, however, 
as women do, and, thinking the matter 
over, concluded that it was her duty 
to. bring the matter to the knowledge of Miss 
Pollard's lawyers. This she did, and Messrs, 
Wilson and Carlisle had three interviews with 
Miss Lowell before they were able to persuade 
her to come forward in the case. Thus it was 
that when questioned by the attorneys for the 
defense Miss Lowell said that ghe could not

Kentucky People Anxious for the Colonel 
to Come Home and Talk. 

Lextveton, Ky., April 15.—[Special.]—The 
result of the Pollard-Breckinridge trial and 
the prospects of Col. Breckinridge’s reélec- 
tion were the sole topics of conversation in 
Lexington and throughout the Seventh Con- 
gressional District yesterday afternoon and 
today: Nearly every one expected a ver- 
dict for the ‘plaintiff, but ali were 
surprised at the amount. Some 
thought no verdict would be reached. 
Col. Breckinridge’s warm friends are still 
sanguine, while those opposed to him think

Jaw partner, John F. Shel : 
returned yesterday, says he will be back in 
two weeks to begin an active canvass. When 
asked about where Miss. Pollard got her 
money to push the suit Mr. Shelby said: 

We do not know. We do know she has 
plenty of money and has had all through the 
trial. She has brought witnesses to Wash- 
ington from Colorado, Kentucky, Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania. All of this costs money. I 
dare say the costs of her suit, outside of her 
lawyer’s fees, will amount to $8,500. Whether 
political enemies of Col. Breckinridge are 
furnishing her money I cannot say. It may 
be that the New York newspapers 
are furnishing some of the money. Mr. Wil- 
son, counsel for Miss Pollard, did not come 
up to expectations. He met more than his 
match when he began to cross-examine Col. 
Breckinridge. The latter completely knocked 
him out at the beginning when he ackowl- 
edged to the jury in reply to a question of 
Judge Wilson that he had done wrong and 
suffered hell for it already, and was ready to 
bear the consequences in the future; but one 
thing he could not bear—to make Miss 
Pollard his wife. This completely knocked 
Wilson out, and he never recovered from it.“ 

People here, however, think Wilson’s ad- 
dress to the jury speaks for itself. A prom- 
inent lawyer said today: Wilson showed 
himself to be fearless and in earnest. I ad- 
mit his bold unvarnished manner. He handles 
our friend Charley Stoll in good shape, and 
the Stolls come of a fighting set.“ 

The Congressional fight will wax warm 
from the outset. The first public speaking 
will be attended by probably one of the largest 
audiences Breckinridge ever addressed in 
Kentucky. W. C. Owens has thorouglily can- 
vassed the district, and will meet Breckinridge. 
Every one seems anxious to hear the Colonel 
speak. After his first talk his chances for re- 
nomination can be estimated with a far great- 
er degree of accuracy than now. His friends 
are hopeful that the impression he will make 
for hiinself will be good.

PRACTICAL NEGRO ADVANCEMENT. 

Booker T. Washington, the head of the 
Tuskegee (Ala.) Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tute for Negroes, recently delivered an ad- 
dress to colored people in Washington, telling 
them how their race can work out its materiql 
salvation. He said it was not to be achieved 
by making stump speeches or running for 
Congress. They must get financial freedom. 
They hardly could expect to cast their own 
votes if they lived in a house belonging to 
some else, wore his clothes, and ate his 
food, t they wanted was to own their 
homes, their clothes, and their tools, and be 
able to provide their own food. Then they 
would be independent, and get all the rights, 
political and otherwise, to which they are en- 
titled. 

The speaker said the colored people must 
get property, and so make themselves in- 
fluential in the community in which they live. 
There is no sentiment in business, and the 
American people are all for business. From 
that point of view the colored people do not 
amount to anything, and therefore fail to 
command respect. They do not furnish 
enough freight to win special consideration 
on the railroad. From a business point ot 
view one white man shows consideration to 
another only because that other has some- 
thing which he wants to get. He shows no 
consideration to a. white man who has nothing 
to give him, and treats poor whites and poor 
blacks exactly alike. A colored man who 
furnished one of the railroads with $10,000 
worth of business per year would havea 
special car put on for himself and family if 
necessary to prevent the loss of that freight 
business. If ten colored men in a small busi- 
ness town in the South had an aggregate of 
$100,000 in the leading bank of the place 
and heard that some night a colored man was 
to be lynched the threat that they would draw 
out their deposits the next day would pre- 
vent the lynching. “** The President and di- 
rectors of thdt bank do not propose to have it 
weakened and perhaps ruined simply to grat- 


: 
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Aity the thirst of a mob for blood.“ The white 


man who wants bricks will buy them from a 
colored man if they are offered as good and 
as cheaply ‘as he can obtain them froma 
white seller, and the colored man who holds 
a mortgage which he can foreclose at any 
time is not likely to be kept from the polls by 
the white man who owes him the money, 

Mr. Washington told of a colored man near 
Tuskegee who having no time of his own ex- 
cept at night worked by moonlight, planting 
his cotton and picking it on a bit of rented 
land, harnessing himself to the plow and get- 
ting a boy to steady it because he did not own 
amule. That man earned and saved money, 
so that he now owns stock in the bank, and is 
invited to meetings of the shareholders, 
though born a slave and kept a slave 
after the war by the cursed mortgage 
system.“ This is a specimen of indus- 
trial freedom which is open to the colored 
men who are willing to work [for it, and know 
how to go about it. The way to this indus- 
trial freedom is industrial education, which 
the speaker defined as all the education a man 
or a woman could obtain provided he 
or she learned to apply it practically. If 
they failed on the latter point the 
leurnmg would be worthless, and an edu- 
cated man standing around with his hands in 
his pockets is not a bit better than an unedu- 
cated man in the same attitude. At Tuskegee 
the pupilg are educated on this line, trained 
to make practical application of all that they 
learn, and to work even if they have to work 
for nothing at first. The results already ab- 
tained prove that the education there 18 just 

What it purports to be, and it has won the 
confidence and support of the best men and 
women, North and South, who are interested 
in the solution of what is called the negro 
problem, though that is simply a phase of the 
common human problem of material suc. 
cess. 

This practical, common sense talk was ad- 
dressed to colored people only, but it is 
equally applicable to whites as to blacks, A 
great many of both need to be informed that 
their condition must be improved by hard 
work, if at all, and that a little industry and 
self-denial in the earlier part of life will en- 
able them to accumulate more or less prop- 
erty, the pogsession of which will increase the 
respect paid them by others in addition to 
smoothing the path during later years. They 
need to learn that neither the wealth nor 
comfort of the average citizen is inereased 
by cutting down the magnitude of the meas- 
uring unit of money or of any kind of prop- 
erty that is bought with money, the only ones 
to profit by such a change being the rogues 
whom it is most desirable to suppress. Those 
of them who learn this lesson have little time 
to waste in demands that they shall be made 
rich by legislation. They go to work. and 
thereby increase the amount of property of 
their own whichis to be measured by the 
present units of value, bulk, extension, or 
weight, and leave it to the loafers to remain 
poor while grumbling at the success of others 
who labored to attain it. 
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THE DOMINION SENATE. 

There is a revolt at this moment against 
the Upper House. There is a growing demand 
in England for the reform or abolition of the 
House of Lords. The recent actions of the 
American Senate have caused it to lose the high 
standing in the public estimation it ence held. 
Some call it a millionaires’ club and others 
assert that itis useless because it has nearly 
lost the ability to legisiate. And now there 
comes a demand for the abolition of the Sen- 
ate of the Dominion. 

The members of that branch of the Legis- 
lature are appointed for life nominally by 
the Governor-General, actually by the leader 
of the party which is in the majority in the 
Dominion House of Commons, As the Tory 
or Conservative party has been in pewer for 
fifteen years the Senate is now merely “a 
Tory caucus.“ The Senators are apportioned 
among different provinces, but owing to 
the method of selection do not necessarily 
represent the real sentiments of their people, 
Thus Ontario may be Liberal, but the Sena- 
tors from that province chosen by a Conserva- 
tive Government wiil be Conservatives. | 

The complaint is that the Senate is “simply 
a storehouse for decayed partisans, a scheme 
of superannuation for worn-out politicians.” 
It is alleged that some of the Senators are 
Tories whom their constituencies rejected 
and whom the government had to take care 
of, and that some were made legislators be- 


N et 
to it by the Conservati 
Hence it is unnecessary while the Conserv- 
atives are in power, But if the Liberals 
should be in office then the Tory Senate would 
be an obstacle to Liberal legislation in Can- 
ada as the House of Lords is in England. 

The suggestion has been made that the Sen- 
ate be made more truly representative by lim- 
iting the term of appointment and by having 
half the Senators chosen by the provincial 
Legislatures or by providing for the appoint- 
ment of men who have become distinguished 
in other fields than politics. Neither of these 
suggestions is acceptable to many of the Lib- 
erals. They prefer ending to mending. They 
are of the opinion that the Senate is useless 
and costly and out of place in a democratic 
government. So if the Liberals are success- 
ful at the next election and find themselves 
hampered by a Conservative Senate, whose 
complexion will change very slowly, it 1s prob- 
able that they will make a strong demand for 
the abolition of their Upper House. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL REPORT. 

The forthcoming report of Senator Morgan 
on the Nicaragua Canal forcibly and succinct- 
ly sets forth the present condition and future 
prospects of that great scheme and makes a 
vigorous appeal for the prosecution and com- 
pletion of the work under the auspices of the 
government. The plantas it now stands, ac- 
cording to the report, will need but very 


slight repairs to place it in condicion for im- 


mediate resumption of the work, and after 
carefully revised estimates the entire cost is 
placed at $87,000,000. 

As to the financial features of the work, the 
report is equally explicit and convincing. The 
land grant alone will probably be worth about 
$10,000,000. Senator Morgan says: 

The interest on the bonds, even after $70,000,- 
000 has been expended, is $2,100,000 per aunum. 
If it required seven years to complete the canal 
the issue of bonds required will be about $10,- 
000,000; that is, $800,000 the first year, $600,- 
000 the second year, and $900,000 the third year, 
and so on until the seventh year, when the sum 
needed to meet the interest would be $2,100,000. 
At that time the canal will be opened and in full 
operation, and its income, even for the first year, 
will reach $5,000,000 at the rate of tolls now 
received by the Suez Canal. 

Thus it ie unlikely that the government 
will ever be called upon to advance any 
money either for construction or for the 
payment of interest on the bonds while work 
is going on. In a word, the bill would “ put 
into active business employment $100,000,- 
000 of money borrowed from our own peo- 
ple without risk to the government,” and it 
would yield to the United States at the 
rate of 81 a ton for canal charges not less 
than $4,000,000 per annum of dividend on 
its $70,000,000 of stock in the canal.“ 

Senator Morgan’s practical argument is an 
unanswerable one both from material and 
financial points of view, But there are other 
arguments why this great international high- 
way between oceans should be constructed 
under American auspices. It was begun with 
that understanding and with the knowledge 
that it was favored by the people. Both the 
great parties of the country have declared 
themselves in favor of it in their platforms. 
Both Mr. Harrison and Mr. Cleveland in their 
messages to Congress committed themselves 
toit. Its national importance is not over- 
stu tic by Senator Morgan when he says: 
“To the United States in a political and 
strategic view and asa sea route to our Pa- 
cific coast, shortened by more than half the 
length of the present ocean route, this water- 
way is of greater importance than the Suez 
Canal is to Europe and Great Britain, or 
than the freedom of the Bosphorus would be 
to Russia. 

From every point of view, financial, com- 
mercial, national, and international, itis the 
duty of Congress to lend its sanction to Fed- 
eral aid in the construction and completion of 
this great work. Both parties have declared 
for it. It is therefore a non-partisan measure. 
The people wantit and they want it placed 
under Federal supervision. If Congress fails 
to do its duty then the com:nercial world will 
take it up, and what that implies is tersely set 
forth by Senator Morgan: “If action by 
Congress be delayed unreasonably the com- 
pany will be vzompelled either to abandon 
the concessions and lose the money they have 
already invested in the canal or to accept the 
offers made to them by foreign capitalists. 
If either of these results should follow the in- 
action of Congress the people could not cen- 
sure the canal company for yielding toa fate 
that they could have avoided if Congress had 
not taken up the subject of constructing the 
canal through the aid of the United States.“ 
Congress should do its duty promptly by vot- 
ing aid to this great American national work. 
Delay now will involve the danger. that the 
canal will pass under the control of foreign 
governments. It is certain to be built and 
the United States should build it. 

KANSAS FARMING AT A LOSS. 

J. F. Todd, the Populist Commissioner of 
Labor for Kansas, tells the farmers of his 
State that in the last ten years they have lost 
more than 235 million dollars by the decline 
in prices of their produce, and that with few 
exceptions wheat has been produced at a loss 
duting the whole of the decade. He writes 
that the average cost of producing a bushel of 
wheat in Kansas is 63.3 cents, while the aver- 
age local shipping price of the five years end- 
ing with 1892 was 58.6 cents. There thus 
has been a loss of 4% cents per bushel on all 
the wheat sold by Kansas farmers from the 
close of 1887 down to the latest date for 
which these alleged statistics are made up. 

If this statement be true it shows a most 
unfortunate condition of things. Either the 
Kansas farmor is at a great disadvantage as 
compared with those of the other wheat grow- 
ing States or all of them have sold their grain 
away below thelcost of production, not only 
during the depressed times of the last twelve 
months, but for five years previously. It is 
hard to believe the latter, since the farmer 
hus at least a small voice in the making of the 
prices to be paid him, and if such a loss 
stared him in the face for so longa time as 
claimed he would ‘have been heard from ere 
this in the shape of the practical remark that 
he was. determined to turn his attention to 
something that pays better than wheat grow- 
ing. So it must be concluded that the above 
stated loss has been figured out from wrong 
data. 

The alleged statistician is credited with the 
highly original remark that the unseen 
causes which , diminished the debt-paying 
power of two products of the State by 235 
millions in ten years are plainly visible, and 
the results very apparent.“ How anything 
that is unseen can be plainly visible is not 
stated by the Commissioner, but his idea on 
that point is not more confused than are his 
notions in regard to the causes themselves. 
The true ones are unseen by him, and there- 
fore he assigns false ones, in ordet to avoid 
an admission of utter ignorance on the sub- 
ject. The leading cause is to be found in the 
fact of overproduction. The wheat crop of 
the United States in 1891 was estimated by 
the Washington crop bureau at 612 millions, 
and that of 1892 at 516 million bushels, 
while the official statement made at Washing- 
ton a month ago leaves it to be inferred that 
each of these estimates was abot 40 mill- 
ions short of the truth. The surplus over and 
above requirements me consumption 
was so much larger. thal could be got rid of 
by exporters that part of it was piled up in 
the shape of a huge volume of “ visible sup- 


ply,” and that and the large quantities re- 
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to another. It is idle to argue that this con- 
dition could be changed by legisiating for a 
debasement of the currency. When pro- 
ducers have a big surplus they compete with 
one another as sellers, and their action forces 
the price down to the lowest possible point in 
whatever currency the payment be made. 
There is no escape from that fact or its con- 
sequences. | 
Furthermore, the additional price depres- 
sion of the last twelve months, which must be 
admitted to have cut the farmers to the quick, 
was started by a money panic that grew out 
of fears that the Populists and extreme silver 
monometallists would force the government 
into a position where it could not maintain 
the integrity of the currency. It started be- 
cause of the shadow of the very thing the 
Populists, in whose ranks this alleged statis- 
tielan is a shining light, claim to believe 
would be a cure for the low prices they com- 
plain of. The money stringency started ear- 
lier in Kansas, and was more intense there 
than in other States, because it was known 
that a great many people there favor the par- 
tial repudiation of debts by a debasement of 
the currency, and the rendering of aN collec- 
tions from debtors difficult if not impossible. 
Commissioner Todd has been informed by

does not pay and only by forty-one that it 
does pay. Probably the testimony of the ma- 
jority has a basis of truth for the last few 
months, when every industrial interest has 
been severely depressed, but it is not true for 


the whole time covered by this report, and 


even for recent months it is true in most part 
only for the semi-arid regions in the western 
portion of the State, where the rainfall is in- 
sufficient and very irregular. The question as 
to whether farming pays or not must be at- 
tacked in some other way than by asking for 
the opinions of a few hundred men engaged 
in the business and a negative response from 
the semi-arid regions could not be trusted as 
accurate for the much larger areas where the 
conditions are far more favorable, 


IS CHILE FOR A DOUBLE STANDARD? 

The Government of Chile has made public a 
report prepared for it under instructions by 
the National Society of Mining of that repub. 
lic. The report states that the normal pro- 
duction of silver from the Chilean mines and 
from the mines of Bolivia, which are owned 
and operated by Chileans, is about 20 mill- 
ions of dollars annually. But this total has 
been much reduced in the last twelve or 
eighteen months, because at the current low 
price of silver most of the mines would not even 
pay expenses, and only the owners of the rich- 
est ones can afford to operate their property. 
This paralysis of the silver industry involves 
a reduction of about 15 millions annually in 
the value of Chilean product, a loss of 25 per 
cent in its exports, and a cessation of trade 
with Bolivia, with consequent lack of em ploy- 
ment far many of the people and partial ruin 
to the agricultural interests of the country. 
To obviate this the committee proposes a 
double standard, without any fixed legal ratio 
between gold and silver. On this plan there 
would be two currency units, with a varying 
ratio of value, each circulatmg on its own 
par, and involving the necessity of stating 
specifically for every contract and other finan- 
cial transaction which kind of money. was to 
be used in payment. The committee recom- 
mends an arrangement among the silver pro- 
ducing nations of America for the coinage of 
n common coin of a fixed weight and stand. 
ard to be current as legal tender in all the 
States, but thinks the parties to such agree- 
ment would prefer not to be bound by any 
stipulation as to the proportion to be coined 
by cach of them. | 

The members of the committee are wise 
enough to appreciate the increasing difficulty 
of maintaining at any unvarying figure a 
working ratio between gold and silver. They 
know that present day trade and commerce 
take accountof much smaller differences than 
used to be noficed as important in transac. 
tions, the total profit in many lines of activity 
consisting of items that were regarded as in- 
cidental a few years ago. This greater state- 
ment includes the minor one that they recog- 
nize the absolute impossibility of legislating 
1544 or 16 ounces of silver up to a commer- 
cial par with one ounce of gold. So they 
cannot hope for more than that the pro- 
posed wider use of silver would be 
on its intrinsic value as bullion, 
with whatever advance in price might 
ensue as a consequence of the greater demand 
for the metal. The arrangement would have 
this advantage over the impracticable ‘* bi- 
metallism at 16 to 1, with free coinage for 
both metals.“ which is advocated by some 
cranks in the United States, that it would per- 
mit the circulation of gold coin on its real 
merits. But it is open to question if gold 
would circulate under such conditions any 
more than it did here during the several years 
in which our paper currency was far below 
par with gold. In all probability the gold 
coin would be used in foreign transactions 
only, so thateven on this plan there would 
not be practical bimetallism. Under it the 
friends of silver would gain everything that is 
attainable without repudiation, and apparent- 
ly the Chilean committee has not stopped to 
think of that. It left such disgraceful “* states- 
manship”’ to those fellows in the United 
States who are too deeply steeped in dishon- 
esty to be ashamed of pleading for a change 
which would be tantamount to the passing of 
a general bankruptcy. act, authorizing every 
person whois in debt to settle on the 
basis of not more than 50 cents on the 
dollar. 


RECIPROCITY IN FAVOR ABROAD. 

The difference between the ignorance and 
obstinacy of the Democrats, whom a deluded 
people placed in power a year and a half ago, 
and the intelligence and commercial common 
sense of foreign governments is most ex- 
asperating. The reciprocity policy, thanks 
to Mr. Blaine’s persistence, was incorporated 
in the present tariff law. Numerous reci- 
procity agreements were made with Ameri- 
can and European governments which have 
helped to swell the volume of American ex- 
ports of both farm and factory products. 
Those agreements the Democrats are propos- 


ing now to cancel. 


Germany, England, and other European 
countries, seeing the way in which the reci- 
procity arrangements between the United 
States and Latin-American countries cut down 
their own trade while it built up that of the 
United States, made up their minds that the 
reciprocity idea wasa good one and that it 
would pay them to put it in practice. They 
had no false pride. They did not scout reci- 
procity because Americans had originated it. 
They showed thereby how much more intelli- 
gent they were than the Democrats, who re- 
jected reciprocity simply because Republicans 
originated it. 

Germany has just negotiated a reciprocity 
treaty with Uruguay, and is endeavoring to 
make such treaties with all the other South 
American States. She is ready to pick up all 
the trade the United States may throw away. 
Eager to get better markets for her machinery 
and other manufactures Germany has gone 
into the reciprocity treaty business on a grand 
scale. Great Britain is pursuing the same 
policy. A treaty has just been made with 
Spain by which Cuban tobacco and Spanish 
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United States. If the agreoment with Brazil } 


is canceled, Uruguay and Argentina will sup- 
ply the flour consumed there, and England, 
France, and Germany will supply the goods. 
If the agreement with Spain for Cuba is can- 
celed the duty on American flour will be made 
so high that none will be shipped there. The 
machinery now furnished by the United 
States will be purchased from England. 
Lumber will be sent to Cuba from Sweden 
and Norway under the terms of a recently 
negotiated treaty instead of from the United 
States. Germany will take no breadstuffs 
from this country and will be supplied by 
Russia alone. 

There is no reason to expect that the. 
knowledge of these facts will induce the 
Democrats to change their minds. They at- 
tacked reciprocity when it was proposed. 
They said it was unconstitutional—since it 
did not originate with them. Therefore they 
will insist on tearing up these agreements,, 
which are worth millions, and will let En- 
giand, Germany, and other foreign countries 
reap where Mr. Blaine sowed. 


THE MEXICAN DOLLAR SCHEME. 

Senator Wolcott’s proposition to arrange 
with the Mexican Government for the free 
coinage of Mexican dollars at the United 
States mints of Carson City and San Francis- 
co is not such a brilliant one as claimed by 
its advocates. Its object is to obtain the priv- 
ilege of coining American silver in a form 
especially adapted to the Asiatic trade. 
Mexican dollar is the current legal tender 
money in a large part of China and the Malay 
Peninsula and even in the English Straits 
Settlements. According to the report of the 
Mexican mint 26 millions of these dollars 


were coined in 1892 and 25 millions of these 
It is stated that about five | 


were exported. 
millions of these coins went to Singapore, via 
Suez, and eight and a half millions went from 
San Francisco to China. It is considered 
probabie that a great portion of the remain- 
ing 12 millions were taken across the Pucific 
in the trunks of Chinese people going home 
from this continent. That there is a great 
preference for the com is evident from the 
fact that 21 million ounces of the silver left 
Mexico in the shape of dollars while only 
four millions were exported as bullion, though 
the government of that country exacts a 
seigniorage of 4 per cent for coinage and 


only 2 per cent as export duty on the bullion. |

seigniorage of 4½ cents on each 100. He 
said as we could take our silver now to their 
mints and have it coined I do not believe

Possibly not. Mexican dollars have been 
scarce in London ,recently and salable at 
about 5 per cent above their worth as silver 
bullion. But there is no guarantee that such

Mr. Mortzy’s registration bill, introduced 
in the House of Commons last week, appears 
to be both moré comprehensive and more 
simple than Mr. Fowler's bill, presented 
about a year ago and which was dropped 
subsequently. It provides: (1) for semi- 
annual registration; (2) it fixes the residence 
qualification at three months; (3) it abolishes 
plural voting; and (4) provides for elections 
on the same day throughout the United King- 
dom. This last feature is one of the most 
important in the bill. Under the existing law 
the elections extend .over a period of three 
weeks. The returning officers are mostly 
Tories and they are always careful to rush the 
elections in the Tory strongholds, so that the 
results muy have an effect on the doubtful 
constituencies. Under the plan of spreading 
the elections over three weeks the plutocratic 
voter has a chance to vote in several con- 
stituencies where he has property qualifica- 
tions. All this is to be changed, because if 
the bill passes it will embody the principle of 
one man one vote. The semi-annual plan of 
registration is of course intended to guard the 
rights of the workingmen. They move fre- 
quently, and have seldom a long residence in 
any one place. The bill in all its provisions 
will be stoutly opposed by the Tories. It will 
doubtless pass the House of Commons only 
to be rejected by the Lords or amended so as 
to be worthless and unacceptable,

TO UNVEIL THE STATUE OF SHAKSPEARE 


Lincoln Parke New Treasure Will Be 
Presented April 23. 


Preparations are being made for the un- 
vei ing of the Samuel Johnston statue of 
Shakspeare, which is located in Lincoln 
Park at the foot of Belden avenue, The 
ceremonies are set for April 23.

child and the asylum authorities learned that 

the couple were in New York. They com- 
municated with Mr. Gerry of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children and 

Agent Gormly was detailed to look for Lloyd 

and his wife, He found Mrs. Lioyd at No, 36 

East Twenty-ninth street Saturday evening 

and arrested her. She. told the agent that the 

child was with her husbana at No. 201 Clin- 
ton place, Brooklyn, and the agent arrested 
him and recovered the child at that address. 
When arraigned in court today a charge of 
abduction was made against the couple. They 
refused to talk about the case until the formal 
examination, and were held in $2,500 bail. 

They have been traced by Agent Gormly toa 

number of different addresses. The society 

agent asserts that Mrs. Lloyd deserted her 
husband, a business-man, to elope with 

Lioyd. It is said that the authorities in Chi- 

cago learned of this after the child had been 

surrendered to the couple, and that on that 
account they wished to get the child back.

CROKER ASSAILED FROM THE PULPIT. 


The Rev. Thomas Dixon Bitterly Attacks 
the Tammany Boss. 

New York, April 15.—([Special.|—The re- 
turn of Mr. Croker to New York and the wel- 
come accorded him furnished the Rev. 
Thomas Dixon with a theme for his sermon 
at Association Hail. The preacher said he 
had received an anonymous letter, written on 
the note paper of the Democratic club, No. 
617 Fifth avenue, warning him that it would 
be best for him to discontinue his attacks on 
Tammany Hall. 

“Such warnings only encourage me,“ he 
sald. Some years ago there was in one of 
the cells of the Tombs prison a man of shady 
antecedents and shadier character who was 
charged with the highest crime known to the 
law, He escaped the gallows. Tais same 
man returned to New York a few days ago 
after a two months’ tour through the country 
in a private palace car. It was not sufficient 
for him to travel asa private citizen and he 
traveled as a Prince, asthe Emperor of Ger- 
many or the Czar of Russia might have trav- 
eled. As he journeyed back to New York he 
was interviewed in the various cities at which 
his car stopped and his words were listened to 
as the words of an oracle, 

“Why should this citizen have been given 
such a reception? What has he done that he 
should have been so honored?-Mr. Croker 
has given us our city government. There is 
no doubt of that. There may bea variety of 
opinion as to the kind of city government he 
has given us, but there is no doubt that he is 
giving us a government. My opinion of it is 
that it is the rottenest government in the En- 
glish-speaking world. I can say without fear 
of contradiction that the government of New 
York City is the worst in the English-speak- 
ing world. Mr. Croker has brought the city 
into the vilest political corruption. 

have no doubt that the smallest town in 
Ka@@uas is much more advanced, at least in 


‘the matter of local government, than is New 


York City. There the poorest child is pro- 
vided with school accommodation, while here 
thousands cannot get into theschools.

GROWTH OF THE ANTI-SPOILS LEAGUE 


Monthly Civil Service Report Shows the 
Increase in Members. 

New Yorx, April 15.—(Special.]|—George 
McAneny Jr., Assistant Secretary of the Civil 
Service Reform Association, has just issued 
his monthly report. In it he refers to Senator 
Morgan’s bill introduced in the Senate April 
3, providing fer the reorganization of the De- 
partment of State as regards the home and 
foreign service, arranging all the officers in 
grades, making provision for promotion and 
for removal and dismissai only on proof of 
‘misconduct or inefficiency as a step in the 
right direction. 

e report refers to the matter of registra- 
tion of public laborers. There are about 
25,000 laborers employed by the govern- 
ment, the greater part of them at centers 
where their selection through a system of 
registration will be quite practicable. The 
bill providing for general registration intro- 
duced in the last Congress has not been rein- 
troduced during the coming session, but it is 
hoped that Mr. Strauss will shortly bring it 
forward, that its merits may again be 
thorotighly discussed. In Boston, the report 
says, there are now 4,000 laborers employed 
under the registration system, in Brook:yn 
1.000, and in the Navy-Yards about 7,000. 
In each instance the success of the system has 
been remarkable, 

The report says that the work of enrolling 
members in the Anti-Spoils League is pro- 
gressing with an encouraging degree of suc- 
ces. e league numbers 8.229 voters. 
The signatures represent 871 localities, dis- 
tributed through forty-seven States and 
Territories. In sixty cities; in which there 
are at present no active civil service reform 
associations, the signers form a body numer- 
ous enough to warrant urging the organiza- 
tion of such associations at once in afflliation 
with the national league.

FIGHT FOR LIFE WITH A CONVICT. 


Sheriff's Wife and Woman Servant Turn 
the Tide in His favor, 


New York, April 15.—[Special.}]—Sheriff 
Albert Bogert descended from his sleeping 
apartment in the Bergen County Court-House, 
Hackensack, N. J., this morning to let the 
fitteen prisoners under his charge out of their 
cells. He uniocked the barred door and was 
about to step inside to arouse a “hall man 
named Gadaka when he received a blow and 
found himself confronting Duker. a mulatto 
horse-thief. As soon as he was e Bogert 
clinched with the prisoner, each seizing the 
other by the throat. Duker hurled the small- 
er man back, but the Sheriff clutched him ‘by 
the arm and both fell on the floor. 

Mrs. Bogert heard the noise, rushed down 
to the office, screaming, as she reached 
the room was felled by a blow from Gadaka, 
who, with a prisoner named Sheen, then 
rushed out through a door from the ante- 
room to the yard and escaped, ma 
Loeffler, the family servant, and Catharine 
Quigley, a prisoner, were preparing breakfast 
in kitchen under the prison heard the 
noise up-stairs. fier went to 
Sheriff Bogert’s assistance. The two 
men were struggling 
when Miss Loeffler entered. She sprang on 
the back of the mulatto, locked her arms 
‘around his throat, and strangled. him, so that 
he temporarily released his hold on the 
Sheriff. This was only to release the young 
woman’s hold and hurl her across the room. 
He attempted to escape, but Sheriff Bogert 
again fell upon him. Duker eluded the Sheriff's 
grasp, stepped back and struck the official 
to the floor. Miss Loffler again lea upon 
the big black man’s back, impeding him until 
the Sheriff returned to the attack. Then the 
three rolled over the office floor in a heap, the 
prisoner kicking and striking right and left, 
and being the first to regain his feet. He 
kicked the Sheriff aud knocked Miss Loeffler 
across the office a second time, She flew back 
again to break the hold of Duker’s grip on 
the Sheriff’s throat. Thusthe three fought 
for three or four minutes. 

Duker was working his way to the door, 
where he hoped to shake off, the Sheriff and 
the young woman and make a dash for 
liberty. His enormous strength enabled him 
to literally drag them to the door 8 
from the ante-room to the yard, and he ha 
one arm around the jam of the door, giving 
him a grip and purchase, when Mrs. gert 
ran in from the front door and pressed the 
ante-room door shut on Duker’s arm. Thus 
he was held as in a vise until other-prisoners 
came to the rescue and overpowered the 
mulatto, who was again safely locked up. 


CHANGE IN INSURANCE LAWS, 


Bill Introduced at Albany Affecting New 
York Companies. 

New Yorx, April 15.—[Special.|—Fire in- 

surance men are watching with much interest 

the course of the bill at Albany which was in- 

troduced by Senator Reynolds amending the 


‘insurance law ia respect tothe allowance of 


assets and estimates of liabilities. It sets 
forth that when an examination is made by 
authority.of the Superintendent of Insurance 
into the affairs of any fire insurance corpora- 
tion doing business inthis State or when 
such corporation renders a 
the Insurance Department there shall not 
be allowed as assets any investments which 
are not held as prescribed by law at the 
date of such examination or rendering 
of such statement, but unpaid premiums on 
policies written within three months shall be 
admitted as available resources. In estimat- 
ing its liabilities there shall be charged, in 
addition to the capital stock and all outstand- 
ing claims. a sum equal to 85 per cent of the 
total unearned premiums on the policies in 
foree, ca.culated on the gross sum, without 
any deduction on any account, charged to the 
policy-hoider on each re<pective risk from the 
date of issue of the policy. It is rumored in 
fire insurance circles that the result of the 
election of directors of the Globe Fire Insur- 
ance company last week, when a board op- 
posed to the old management was elected, 
will result in an entire change of the manage- 
ment of the company.

The number 
of those who are suffering from the disease is 
variously reported and no two members of 
the Board of Health agree in their figures on 
this point.

New York, April 15.—[Specia].]—About 
forty of the officers and sailors of the Nicthe- 
roy arrived here today by the steamship Cole- 
ridge, which left Rio Janeiro March 22, 
after the ‘surrender of Mello. Among the 
officers are Assistant Surgeon Armor and 
Chief Gunner Cameron, Dr. Armor severely 
criticised the discourteous conduct of the Ad- 


‘witral and officers of the Brazilian navy in 


the treatment of the officers and crew of the 
Nictheroy and expressed his belief that the 
resence of the vessel in the Harbor of Rio 
aneiro March 13 read 
mainly contributed to the surrender of 
rebel forces. He said: | 

Ido not believe that the Brazilian Ad- 
miral was anxious that our fleet should ever 
enter the harbor of Ric Janeiro for the reusoa 
that in my opinion he was in sympathy with 
Da Gama. I have good grounds for enter- 
taining this belief. They sunk two German 
torpedo boats and 1 have every rehson to be- 
lieve that they attempted to sink the Nie- 
theroy. On our way down to Rio Janeiro 
tnere was-a dark, stormy night and they 
a man- Of- war that put out its lights and at- 
tempted to hit us amidships. Lieut. Spaul- 
ding saw it comi on at full speed astern. 
H@put the vessei hard to port and the war- 
ship cut right across our bow and came near 
oe us. It did that twice durmg the same 
night. 

“(ne morning the Brazilian Admiral was 
on the bridge about daylight with Capt. 
Baker. The Admiral went into the pilot 
house and changed the course of the vessel. 
Capt. Baker went immediately to the pilot 
house and put the vessel back to its original 
course. ‘The Admiral then went to his 
room and putting on his sword re- 
turned to the bridge. Capt. Baker at 
once called the American officers. to 
the bridge, and we went there armed ‘with re- 
volvers ready to stand by our Captain. As 
soon as we appeared on the bridge the Brazil- 
ian-American laid down his sw and sub. 
These ard some of 
the reasons I have for believing that the Bu- 
zilian Admiral and his officers were in sym- 
pathy with Da Gama. es 
Had the Aquidaban come out we were 
ready to fight it. We received information 
that it was preparing to attack us, but it did 
nc make any demonstration. During the 
time we were off Rio Janeiro we had a 
large practice with the dynamite gun. 
Lieut. Craven was in charge and he fired a 
shot at a distance of 3,700 yards and the shot 
landed exactly at the point it was aimed. It 


was a dummy shell.“ 


One Braziiian refugee arrived here today 
on the British steamer Coleridge. Capt. 
Brown of the Coleridge saw Admiral da 
Gama and bade him farewe.l shortly before 
the defeated leader took retuge on the Por- 
tugese man-of-war Mindello. The Admiral 
hailed the commander of the 3 from 
his launch. Capt. Brown invited him to 
come on board, but be refused. 
The captain then went down the 
gang plank and the two men shook 
hands. The body servant of the Admiral was 
brought on board the Coleridge in some myste- 
rious manner that evening and remained 
there.

SUDDEN DEATH OF DR. W. H. HAWORTH 


He Expires at the Wellington Hotel, It Is 
Said, of Heart Disease. 

Dr. W. H. Haworth was found in an uncon- 
scious and dying condition in his room at the 
Wellington Hotel yesterday morning. All 
efforts to arouse him were unavailing and he 
died at 10 o'clock. Dr. Haworth was 27 
years of age and had an office at No. 235 
State street. His wife, to whom he had only 
been married last December, was visit- 
ing her parents at Minneapolis, and 
arrived a few moments before her husband’s 
death. Saturday at 10 p. m. the doctor re- 
tired to his room and left word te be called at 
6 o'clock, as his wife would return home on 
the morumg train and he wanted to meet her 
at the depot. When the boy went to call the 
doctor he got no response. Getting up en a 
chair and looking through the transom he 
saw the physivian lying on the floor, 3 
wrap up in the clothing. door 
was broken in and Dr. Reese summoned. 
He found the unconscious man with the 
symutoms of poisoning. On the arrival 
of Dr. O. . Wright, who has 
office adjoining that of Haworth, 
explained that Dr. Haworth had heart 
trouble and ‘that it was probable he 
had taken a dose of morphine, but he scouted 
the idea that an overdose had been taken. 
Mrs. Haworth arrived at the hotel ten minutes 
before life was extinct. The remains were 
taken to the home of the doctor’s parents at 
Chicago Lawn. The funeral will take place 
Tuesday afternoon with interment at Decatur, 
III. An examination after death showed that 
death was due to heart disease. Dr. Haworth 
came with his parents to Chicago Lawn from 
Decatur some years ago. He graduated from 
Rush Medical College three years ago and 
had built up a lucrative practice. He was the 
inventor of several surgical appliances.

ANTI-OIGARETTE LEAGUE. 


Sixteen Disciples of Little Robert Reed 
Pledge Themselves Not to Touch To- 
baceo, and Make Efforts to Ring Into 
Their Organization All the Lads in the 
SchoolTeachers Rejoice at the Move- 
ment and Belleve It Will Be the Means 


of Saving Some Boys. 

Cigarette or no cigarette? This is the ques- 
tion being agitated by the boys in the Yale 
School. Prior to four weeks ago the boys of 
the Yale School were enjoying life and mak- 
ing glad the hearts and heavy the 
pockets of the men who sell cigarettes. 


bockera could be found in the seclusjon of 
some alley enjoying a peaceful emoke and 
laying plans to destroy the remaining “ red- 
skins.” Then they would go home, some to 
weep and repent and others to tell wonderful 


tales of helpi the fireman at the school 
there by — Welz clothes saturated with 


smoke. 

Then a reformer arose in the midst of the 
cigarette smokers. James Crawford went for 
a visit to New York. While there he met a 
company of boys who had quit smoking 
cigarettes. The novelty of the thing first at- 
tracted his attention, then its merits. He in- 
vestigated and was so pleased that he deter- 
mined to transplant the scheme to Chicago. 


Organization of the League. 

James came home filled with all the zeal of 
an enthusiast. He was in the sixth grade and 
consequently he began work there, He began 
with the boys who did not have the vice, 
Fifteen or sixteén boys of this kind were 
found and an organization known as the 


Anti-Cigarette League perfected. Waldo W. 
Johnson was chosen President and James 
Crawford, Vice-President. These were the 


only offices created. 

When the smokers heard of this bringing 
war into their camp they were panic-stricken 
for a time, then they hastily gathered their 
forces and held a meetingin the rear of 
Schmidt's barn. Their leader, who has a 
record of fifty cigarettes in one day, and 
every ‘one inhaled, presided. Some violent 
speeches were made and personalities in- 
dulged in. One of Capt. Aldrich’s detectives 
heard just enough from around the corner to 
cause him to report to the Captain that he 
had overheard a party of Anarchists plotting 
the destruction of the Yale School with all ite 
teachers and pupils. Before the meeting ad. 
journed a resolution was unanimously 
= to continue smoking to the death, if 
n be. 


But the anti-cigarette smokers were pre- 
pared fora vigorous campaign. They cast 
about for a likely convert. After several 
meetings and much private consulting they 
hit upon a boy, a novice who had been trying 
for several months to polish off a cigarette 
without having to expectorate and without 
having his whole internal economy rise up in 
rebellion. He was capturedin a moment 
when hé was suffering from awful remorse, 
and had just about Jecided that he could 
never become a smoker. In this weakened 
condition the members of the Anti,Cigarette 
League surrounded him. They — i out the 
iniquity of cigarettes; they showed how they 
tainted the body and befogged the mind; they 
spoke of his abilities and hinted at great 
honors that might await him in the future, and 
then drew a picture of the last hours of a 
cigarette fiend until the culprit groaned in 
agony of spirit and nausea of recent cigarettes. 

ow the battle might have ended is a matter 
for conjecture, ior when the conveision 
seemed all but complete the boy’s employer 
called him to wait on a couple of dudes who 
wanted cigarettes. The league, however, still 
has its eye on that boy and his conversion is 
only a question of time. 

Te chers in the Movement. 


The league is composed of boys in the fifth 
and sixth grades, and the teachers of these 

rades are hopeful of good results. Mrs. 

illard, the principal, is not sanguine, but 
the movement has her approval and hearty 
support, Shesaid yesterday: I am greatly 
afraid the Anti-Cigarette League formed by 
the boys will do little toward checking the 
habit among the larger ones. Many have be- 
come confirmed srfiokers and I think 1925 
can cure them. Among the younger boys 
am more hopeful. Many have not begun to 
smoke and few are confirmed in the habit. 
These the league will perhaps help.”’ 

Mrs. Willard went on to explaia that in her 
opinion cigarette smoking could only be pre- 
vented by a thorough course in physiology 
that would show the results of smoking upon 
the system. 

Waldo Johnson, the President of the league, 
was seen yesterday at his home on Yale ave- 
nue, He isa bright lad with more serious 
ideas than is usuai with youngsters. He said: 
All that it is necessary to do to join the Anti- 
Cigarette League is to swear off on cigar- 
ettes. We have a badge which all membBers 
wear. It is a button, acorn-shaped, and bear- 
ing the letters A. C.“ and the word Robur.“ 
We have a membership of about sixteen, and 
expect to have many more before long. We 
are going to form a brigade and have marches. 
Then @very one can see who belongs to the 
league. Anybody caught smoking will be in- 
stantly expelled, and we have a committee to 
watch for any one smoking.“

Dr. Patton of Pinceton Says It Is Time for 
a Reform No Co-education. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., April 15.—F. L. Patton, 
D. D., LL. D., President of Princeton College, 
who is visiting in St. Louis, believes that 
many changes will take place in the methods 
of the Eastern universities. In an interview 
today he said: The athletic craze has gone 
far enough. While the fact that athletics 
tend to improve the morals of the 
college when properly conducted is realized 
by the faculties of the Eastern universities, 
it is alsoa fact that in the fierce intercol- 
legiate contests there is required a degree of 
proficiency that cannot be attained without 
constant practice; consequently it is im po- 
sible to excel in studies and at the same time 
be a member of the football or baseball 


ms. 

It is a difficult problem for educators to 
solve. A thousand men cannot be controlled 
like school boys, but we are limiting the num- 
ber of excuses which we accept lor absence 
from classes.

It is impossi- 
ble to secure emulation, so necessary to the 
life of athletic undertakings, without inter- 
collegiate contests, but they should be con- 
ducted so that they would not require so 
much time as they do now.“ 

Replying to a question concerning co-edu- 
eation Dr. Patton said: “I am opposed 
to it. It is not necessary for me to state why 
Iam opposed to it. There will never be any 
such thing as co-education at Princeton; it is 
impossible. I cannot imagine what would 
result if 1,000 young women were grouped 
upon our campus. Our faeilities are unequal 
and we do not favor the theory.”

Charred Remains of Victims of the Buffalo 


Fire Are Recovered, 

Burvato, N. I., April 15.—The work of 
searching the ruins of the works of the*Amer- 
ican Glucose company for bodies was be- 
gun today, and when the workmen 
were compelled to quit by darkness 
the remains of four bodies ‘had 
been found.

DENOUNCES THE SECRET PLAN, 


The Rev. W. G. Clarke Says the A. P. A. Is 
Not Needed in America. - 

“ Romanism in Politics was the subject of 
a sermon delivered at Campbell Park Church,

when the Church of Rome was the ‘ruling 
power of the State, dethroned. kings and dis- 
rupted pations, argued the danger of the 
supremacy of the church, Continuing, the 
speaker saidin substance: 

In the affairs of a nation there should not 
be this distinct identity of either the suprem- 
acy of State or Church, but there should be 
A neutraiity or codperation of 

church cannot be enmeshed in 
the actual workings of the, litical 
affairs of a nation without ragging 
its skirts in the mire; neither can the State 
attempt to manipulate the affairs of church 
without treading upon sacred and forbidden 
ground. One thing if nothing else would seem 
to demand codperation between both. That 
is the question of finance, The church is de- 
pendent upon the State for certain concessions, 
as; for example, exemptioa from taxation. 
The Church gives to the State the help of its 
moral aid towards good government, and is 
deserving of due munificence; but in this re- 
spect the plea of the Church of Rome must 
be heard with vigilance. 

There is, Iadmit, a plausibility in their 
argument that since the members of 
church pay taxes to support schools to 
which they cannot send rx children they 
should receive a certain benefit of that taxa- 
tion in favor of their parochia) schools or be 
released from it altogether. But if we con- 
cede this point we grant still greater power to 
that church. 

At present there ts religious trouble brew- 
ing in this Fountry. On ons side an organiza- 
tion called the American Protective Associa- 
tion and on the other a powerful organization 
—the Roman Catholic Church—stand opposed 
and belligerent. Whatever the real or supposed 
power of the Roman Catholic Church in this 
country, good or bad. there is certainly every 
reason to deplore such movements as are 
characteristic of the A. P. A.s. God bless 
every effort to protect the Stars and Stripes, 
our public schools, and institutions, but for 
this no secret, dark, and underhanded methods 
of any organization like this so-called ‘ patri 

otic’ society are needed.“ 


HE IMPRESSED NAPOLEON DEEPLY. 


An American Citizen the Only Man to 
Whom the Emperor Bowed 

In an old field near Lexington, Ga,, repose 
the ashes of William H. Crawford. | 

No monument of any kind points to the 
passer-by the grave of this immortal Georgian, 
who came within an ace of being President, 
and who was regarded by Napoleon, the great 
Emperor, as the most distinguished-looking 
man of his day, says the Atlanta Constitution. 

This brings up an interestitig story. In his 
writings Mr. Crawford tells of his first ap- 
pearance in the French court and of the bow 
which he made on that occasion. He was too 
modest, however, to describe the scene, or 
rather, * effect, which his personality pro- 


duced. hen ente | court, with 
his lofty beari and his tall, impressive 
figure, decorated for the first time with 


the apparel of his high commission, as the 
American Minister to that court, he was re- 
ceived with the utmost demonstration. The 
Emperor was deeply impressed. He avowed 
that Mr. Crawford was the only man to wifom 
he had ever,been constrained to bow and on 
that occasion he overstepped the custom and 
made a repetition of his courtesy. 

Fashioned in a gigantic mold Mr. Craw- 
ford was one of the handsomest men that ever 
lived. He was a man of great talent and of 
intellectual superiority. He was recognized 
as the equal of any of his adversaries in the 
highest councils of the land, and as a candi- 
date for the highest offices in the nation’s gift 
he was defeat by only a small majority. 

And yet pro pow: have such little venera- 
tion for the dead as to ignore the ashes of this 
great man and to leave them unrecorded in 
an old field. The man who was once the envy 
of all Europe and the pride of his fellow- 
man, thus shamefully an outcast in his death, 
when Georgia isa millionaire in the glory 
which he alone has contributed!

Since it was announced by the New York 
Insurance” Department that companies doing 
business, in that State had on their books 
$20, S00 of due and uncollected pre- 
miums there has been discussion as to the 
means of remedying the situation. The 
New York Chamber of Commerce has asked 
that a lay be passed prohibiting companies 
from callmg available assets the pre- 
miums over thirty days due. The 
Troy, N. I., Underwriters’ Association Board 
has adopted a plan to secure the prompt pay- 
ment of premiums, which is said to b> work- 
ing satisfactorily. The Troy undewriters re- 
quire that every policy written shall contain 
upon its fice a notice that the policy will be 
canceled the 15th day of the month, followin 
the date of its issue unless the premium shal 
have been actu_lly paid at or before noon of 
the day specifl . The first day of the suc- 
ceeding month each agent is required to send 
a bill for each policy upon which the premi- 
um remains unpaid. The 9th of the month a 
printed notice is rent each assured, calling 
attention to the notice and warning him that if 
the premium is not paid the 15th 4 policy 
will become void from now ae The 
15th of the suceeéding monch each agent 
makes a list of all the delinquents which is 
sent to each agent. The agents are thus ad- 
vised of the names of all delinquents, and 
having agreed not to insure the property of 
any person whose name appears on the de- 
linquent list until he shows a_receipted bill 
from the agent first reporting him, it is said 
to be practically impossible for the delinquent 
to obtain further insurance on the p perty in
